a Stop to theſe bold and impious Attempts ; and by making us 4 virtuous and 
religious, to render us a happy and flouriſhing Nation. nen 
The bright Examples which ſhine forth in Your Royal Family, and ſtrike 
the Hearts of Your Subjects with Love and Admiration, cannot but add the 
greateſt Weight to Your Majeſty's good Deſires and Endeayours; whilſt they 
obſerve, with the =2 5 Satisfaction, that what Your Majeſty requires of 
Your People, is in Effect to follow the Examples of that Piety in their own 
Conduct, which they there behold with ſo much Pleaſure and Veneration.
